Brother of Sierra Madrean 


Scott Crossfield of Lancaster, 
soft-spoken, 32-year-old test 
pilot, who last week reached a 
world record speed of 1327 
miles an hour—twice the speed 
of sound—is the brother of a 
Sierra Madrean, Mrs. Claude H. 
Brown Jr., 461 W. Grandview. 

It was the first time man has 
flown twice the speed of sound. 
Crossfield made the history¬ 
making flight in a rocket-pow¬ 
ered Douglas D-558-II Sky¬ 
rocket, dropped from the belly 
of a Boeing B-29 mother craft. 

No claim will be made for 
official recognition of the 
world’s record since the flight 
was made in the interests of 
research. Crossfield is a re¬ 
search pilot for the National 
Advisory Committee for Aero¬ 
nautics. He has made 51 test 


flights in the Skyrocket. 

What did it feel like? Cross¬ 
field is reported as saying once 
speed passes the sonic wall 
there is little further change 
in physical sensation. 

“About the only thing I felt,” 
he said, "was the flu and a 
stomach ache.”

It’s Up to the Citizens! Is 1954 Float Wanted?

A story unfolded Friday night 
that, by an unsympathetic out¬ 
sider, might be titled, “The 
Newcomer and the Little Town 
That Wasn’t Sure What It 
Wanted.” 

Col. Owen R. Marriott was 
matter of fact as he told a 
handful of people at a public 
meeting in City Hall about the 
awkward position in which he 
found Yimself as chairman for 
Sierra Madre’s 1954 Rose Pa¬ 
rade float—a float which he is 
now convinced no-one wants. 

Lee Shippey spoke up easily: 
“Well, Colonel, it’s been like 
this for 20 years or so about 
the float, hard to get the 
money. The town’s a little 
spoiled, that’s all. People like 
having the float just fine but 
it’s always been one or two or 
three every year who have had 
to wheedle the money from all 
the rest." 

Something Doesn't Jibe 

Colonel Marriott thought that 
over until you were sure he 
wanted to say just what he 
did: . 

“THAT’S what I can’t recon¬ 


cile. If people want a float as 
I thought they did when I took 
on this job, then why am I 
meeting resistance instead of 
enthusiasm and help? What 
am I to think when a leading 
service club (Kiwanis) writes 
that it has no funds for a float 
and when the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce tells me 
in effect that the business men 
mostly have soured on the 
thing, that no benefit accrues 
to them, that Pasadena gets ail 
the benefit and that Pasadena 
wasn’t very hospitable last 
Spring when Sierra Madre 
needed a place to hold its com¬ 
munity fair.” 

Charles E. Louk chuckled. HE 
was chairman last year. 

“Actually, Colonel," he re¬ 
called, “from what you’ve said 
we have more money on hand 
right now (about $750 of a 
needed $2000) than we had this 
time last year. I ran into the 
same thing you are, still people 
kept assuring me the town 
wanted a float. After four and 
five requests a couple of the 
"old faithfuls” helped me get

most of the money in and the 
City finally made up a small 
deficit. But I know your spot 
because the "old faithfuls” 
have said they won’t solicit 
funds again this year and the 
City positively won’t make up 
a deficit.” 

Colonel Marriott spoke up 
again: 

“And I’m certainly loath to 
obligate funds without the 
funds being on hand in view 
of what you say.” 

A Dead Cause? 

We’d been listening. It looks 
like one very deceased cause 
to us, we thought, with time 


so short and a near miss re¬ 
membered from last year. We 
could tell the colonel wasn’t 
“crying wolf” with his tongue 
in his cheek, he was seriously 
considering stepping down from 
the chairmanship. 

It looks 'like a dead cause 
UNLESS a lot of Sierra Madre¬ 
ans will telephone the colonel 
or The NEWS in the next very 
few days and express an opin¬ 
ion and state whether or not 
they are willing to make con¬ 
tributions of $1 or more to pay 
for a float. Flowers have to be 
ordered almost immediately. 

Let’s hear from all the moth¬ 


ers and dads and single per¬ 
sons and teenagers, from the 
old guard and the new; let’s 
hear from all the Sierra Madre 
folks who crane their heads 
over the crowds on New Year's 
Day to see Sierra Madre’s float 
in all its color or who peer into 
their TV screens until they spot 
it and who send pictures of it 
to the folks back home in Indi¬ 
ana, Massachusetts, Texas, all 
the states in the country. 

Such plans as Mrs. Bill Haw¬ 
kins Jr. set forth in a recent 
letter to Lee Shippey, printed 
in the NEWS, could be worked 
out next year but are too late 
to help Colonel Marriott this 
year. 

Here's the Point 

She probably hit the problem 
dead-center when she wrote: 

“I suggest that if people of 
the town were given something 
to say in just what the float 
would be, the response would 
be early and as enthusiastic 
as it is in other towns ... A 
competition for theme and de¬ 
sign could stimulate interest in 
the project and allow the towns¬ 


people to participate from the 
beginning . . . Selling votes for 
the theme or design of one’s 
choice might be a more effec¬ 
tive way of raising funds for 
the float . . .” 

With the assurance that the 
whole community be called in 
earlier NEXT year, can we 
THIS year work up enough 
steam and dollars to have a 
float and hold our place in the 
parade? 

To continue a tradition of 
many years, one which pro¬ 
duces no tangible plan, only 
a proud, fleeting contribution 
to beauty is that what we 
want? 

The chairman should be told 
so he knows where he stands. 
Even with enough contribu¬ 
tions to bring the figure to 
$2000, volunteer labor would 
still be needed to help put 
flowers in place New Year’s 
Eve but isn’t that the sort of 
small town fun we came to 
Sierra Madre to share in? 

IF we want a float and say 
so, let’s not have any more 
crises at the finish line! 


The City council, in regular 
session Tuesday night, denied 
the Peterson Nursery school va¬ 
riance appeal, set Dec. 22 as 
the date for public hearing on 
the Raymond D. Andrews ap¬ 
plication for zone change and 
i ferred to the City attorney a 
request for building an addi¬ 
tion to a non-conforming build¬ 
ing in the No. 1 Fire Zone. 

The “Mama Pete” Nursery

Every 
one of us who wishes our town 
to hold the high place it has 
won in public esteem should 
chip in one dollar or two or 
five or ten, according to our 
abilities. We can do that if 
someone in every group will 
show a little of the unselfish, 
devoted leadership we used to 
get from the dear lady many of 
us used to call “Mrs. Flawless.”
